CENSORSHIP SAID 
GREATEST THREAT

T he greatest 
problem 
facing 
A m erican film -m akers — and the 
g re a te st threat to A m erican Lib­ 
erties — is self-styled boards of 
censorship established by 
cities, 
counties 
and 
states 
throughout 
the nation.

exhibitors this form of censorship. 
Johnston is now m apping an all- 
out “ c ra sh ” cam paign in Penn­ 
sylvania courts. 
“ We a re prepared to go to the 
highest legal authority in battling 
this m en ace.” he said yesterday, 
relaxing at the Ingleside Inn here.

TH E RAIN HELD the crowd to 
a m inim um , but even the Com­ 
m unists had joined with the rest 
of Italy beforehand to m ake it 
clear th at Eisenhow er's visit was 
welcom ed with w arm th and high 
hopes for w orld peace. 
The w eather was the principal 
negative facto r on this second trip

year. When he was in Europe last 
A ugust for talks with allied lead­ 
ers he also hit a siege of dam p­ 
ness.

WASHINGTON (U P I)-A seven- 
pound m onkey ¿lam ed Sam was 
rocketed 55 miles into space to­ 
day in a successful test of escapa 
equipm ent designed to assure tha 
safety of hum an astronauts ol tha 
future. 


Sam, a 38-naonth old A m erican 
bhrn R hesus, was sent aloft front 
Wallops Island, Va., at 8:15 a m . 
p s.t. in a capsula like the one 
which will carry space pilots into 
orbit in the M ercury m anned-sat­ 
ellite program . 


WHEN TH E CAPSULE reached 
an altitude of about 20 miles, an 
escape rocket, m ounted on a 14- 
foot tow er above it, ignited with a 
burst of flam e. 


The 
powerful 
e sc a p e 
rocket, 
generating about 55.000 pounda of 
thrust, 
lifted the 
capsule aw ay 
from the booster a t a speed of 
200 feet a second. 


The capsule and tow er coasted 
on up to about 55 m iles and the 
tower w as jettisoned by a tim ing 
device. 


MINUTES LATER, TH E capsule 
had descended by p arach u te into 
the choppy Atlantic 200 m iles from 
shore. 


The destroyer Borie w as steam ­ 
ing tow ard the capsule in order 
to pick it up. 


Navy search plane* flew around 
the capsule to keep it in sight 
and direct the Borie in its rescue 
operations. 
After soaring 55 m iles, the cap­ 
sule arched downward. 


AT 20.0*10 FEET, 
a 
so-called 
drogue parachute opened to sta­ 
bilize the vehicle in its descent. 
At 10.000 feet the m ain cargo p ar­ 
achute opened and landed the cap ­ 
sule gently into the w ater.

BREWER RECEIVES 
FREEDOM AW ARD 


Spcridt to The Desert Sun 
NEW BEDRORD, Mass. - Dr. 
Clarence E. Manion, former dean 
of the Notre Dame Law School 
and moderator of radio's Manion 
Forum, and Basil Brewer, pub­ 
lisher of the Standard-Times here 
and part-time Palm Springs resi­ 
dent. received the third and fourth 
Freedom Book Awards of the New 
Bedford American Heritage Foun­ 
dation Nov. 22. 
The awards were made for con­ 
tributions to public understanding 
of American constitutional liberty. 


IN ACCEPTING their awards, 
both 
recipients 
sounded 
grave 
warnings 
of 
governmental 
en­ 
croachment on historic individual 
rights. 
" . . . Your priceless heritage 
Is gone," Manion told the awards 
audience. "It was dissipated by 
the apathetic attitude of the Amer­ 
ican people, and by the deliberate 
connivance of the leaders of big 
government." he said. 
Manion said the founders of the 
nation sought to preserve liberty 
and governmental power with the 
citizens, by dividing a little to the 
state, federal, and local govern- 
mens. with "high walls between 
•11 these places so the govern­ 
ment might never overcome the 
barriers of individual freedom.” 


THE VETERAN educator said 
the public lost interest in its own 
government at the turn of the cen­ 
tury 
and 
passed 
freedom 
to 
groups instead of individuals. 
"Our freedom is handed along 
the line until it gets to the gov­ 
ernment. and finally to the Fed­ 
eral Government” 
Manion quoted Woodrow Wilson 
as saying. "A concentration of 
governmental power is what al­ 
ways precedes the death of liber­ 
ty” 


BREWER TRACED the rise and 
decline of constitutional 
govern­ 
ment which emphasizes personal 
liberty. 
He catalogued several executive 
encroachments on the divisions of 


government, citing the attem pt by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
"pack" the Supreme Court as an 
example. 
Though 
that 
attem pt .failed, 
Brewer said, politics have intrud­ 
ed into the 
Supreme 
Court 
a 
. . . "court created to interpret 
the Constitution and to be guardi­ 
an of the principles upon which 
our State and 
Federal Govern­ 
ments are founded." 


BREWER 
CITED 
recent 
Su­ 
prem e Court decisions that he said 
"disturb and alarm lawyers and 
others who understand their im ­ 
pact.” 
He said the appointment of in­ 
cumbent Chief Justice Earl W ar­ 
ren. who had not had previous ju­ 
dicial experience, was 
"perhaps 
the 
most 
tragic error of 
our 
tim es." 
The appointment came after the 
death of Chief Justice Fred Vin­ 
son. in keeping with an agreem ent 
in the 1952 Republican convention 
to give Warren the "next Supreme 
C o u r t 
appointment," 
Brewer 
stated.

More Parking Needed 
In view of the general shortage of 
parking spaces in the central business 
district there is no escaping the strict 
enforcement of the meter payment sys­ 
tem if visitors and shoppers are to be 
given every possible opportunity to find 
a place to park. 
This is particularly important during 
the busiest months in the Palm Springs 
business district which are usually from 
November through April inclusive. 
Therefore the announcement by Chief 
Kettmann that the police department 
will “tag” all non-paying and overtime 
parkers will make available a number 
of metered spaces which store employes, 
owners and others are wont to occupy 
during the “quieter” months when park­ 
ing spaces are not at such a premium. 
The fact that those ticketed will find 
an envelope attached in which they can 
mail the nominal one dollar fee to the 
City will save time, inconvenience and 
“soften” the shock to those who inad­ 
vertently overstay the meter time limit. 
At best, however, universal enforce­ 
ment of parking time limits contributes 
only slightly to easing the parking prob­ 


lem which basically is caused by the 
need for more parking spaces in good 
locations to k e e p up with the fast 
growth of Palm Springs. 
By remarking a number of spaces 
now' zoned for other purposes which 
could be used for regular or limited 
parking, approximately 50 additional 
spaces could be added to the 600 now on 
meters. 
Also there are several additional lots 
which could be secured and added to the 
total parking area. 
And, finally, there is the now’ very 
evident need of removing the 30 foot 
building height limit to permit multi­ 
story construction which would make it 
possible and profitable to construct 
parking garages capable of parking 
many times as many cars in the same 
amount of space as can be done pres­ 
ently. 
This has been proven to be the only 
permanently satisfactory solution in 
metropolitan areas. Being an eventual 
necessity, the sooner the height limit is 
removed the better for everyone in 
Palm Springs. 


One for W eaver 


WASHINGTON. D. C. - Con­ 
gressman Phil Weaver of Falls 
City. Nebraska, deserves well 
of his countrymen for his out­ 
spoken criticism of "Hate Am­ 
erica” in the Philippine Repub­ 
lic.Mr. Weaver also deserves sup­ 
port against the attacks of the 
"Share America" press which 
always resents anybody stand­ 
ing up for this country. 


MR. WEAVER HAS said that 
looting, assaulting and demean­ 
ing of U. S. personnel is com­ 
monplace today in the Philip­ 
pines. He is right about this. 
Those who prefer to disbelieve 
his I-was-there account say that 
he was there only three days. 
That's long enough to collect 
scores of recorded examples of 
the crimes which Weaver men­ 
tioned. 
I was there only one night 
and parts of two days, but this 
period was used for concentra­ 
ted interviews with military 
spokesmen 
I wouldn’t have 
written on a subject of such 
brief acquaintance If Mr. Wea­ 
ver's account did not coincide so 
much with mine, and if the 
Filipino crime wave against 
Americans did not exist as a 
pattern throughout the Asian 
archipelago. 


IN ONE RESPECT, Mr. Wea­ 
ver went further than I would 
have gone. He accused Filipino 
officials of acquiescing in the 
mob spirit against America. My 
information and opinion are op­ 
posite to this. Top military of­ 
ficials stressed to me that every 


responsible official in the Phil­ 
ippines intends to cooperate 
with our military police group» 
to protect life and property. 
But there is quite a gap be­ 
tween the intent and the deed. 
The Government of the Phil­ 
ippine Republic Is willing but 
weak. Lke some American cities 
It cannot control its criminal 
classes. 


THE UPRISING against Am­ 
ericans is popular and not of­ 
ficial. The complaint of the 
British during World War II 
applies today to the "free” 
countries of Asia: Americans 
are ''overpaid, 
versexed and 
over here.” The poverty ridden 
Orientals simply cannot keep 
their hands off such material 
wealth as the U.S. forces bring 
along. Everything that can be 
stolen, will be stolen. 
The high-spirited nationalism 
of the Orientals expresses its 
vim in foreigner-hating. No 
wonder! The Japs who conquer­ 
ed from Korea to the Philip­ 
pines were hideously cruel, and 
some of our European allies 
earned dreadful reputations in 
Asia as imperialists. As long as 
Americans are “over here” in 
Asia, the Asians will try to 
assert their nationalism and 
their social equality on high 
and low1 planes — the lowest 
plane calling for violence against 
our men and women. 


THE SECURITY of American 
life and property rises and falls 
with the strength of the local 
government. The authoritarian 
regimes in the Republics of 


Korea and China are not afraid 
to use their police power to pro­ 
tect visiting or occupying allies. 
The democratic government in 
Japan will protect us, but only 
if we respect Japanese laws 
and customs. The insecure gov­ 
ernment in the Philippines does­ 
n't dare try its full strength 
against the mob. 
What should we do about it 
all? Since returning from the 
Far East, I have read the so- 
called Conlon Report which 
shook up our people and allies 
in the Orient by proposing a 
phased recognition of Red China 
and other strange reversals of 
policy. But the Conlon Report 
is not ail bad. One of its gen­ 
eral proposals is that the USA 
should be realistic about the 
authoritarian trend in Asian na­ 
tions. The Conlon Report reads 
on page nine: 


"STRONG GOVERNMENTS 
are eminently suited to implant 
in a new country the rule of 
law. The U. S. should miss no 
opportunity to encourage firm 
observance of the rule of law. 
“In view of the growing role 
of the military in public life, 
the U. S. should help wherever 
possible the officer corps . . , 
to acquire the administrative 
and managerial 
skills 
<for) 
their country’s stability." 
Strong governments will keep 
law and order. Weak ones will 
not. Powerfully-supported lead­ 
ers. but not self-established dic­ 
tators, are what Asia needs and 
what the USA must try to es­ 
tablish

Fertilizing Most 
Important Phase 


Fertilizing the soil in which var 
ious specimens of plants grow is 
the most important part of gar 
dening. Fertilizing heavily with m 
trogen is sure to be detrimental 
to acid-loving plants such as aza­ 
leas and gardenias, resulting in 
excessive, heavy growth, hence it 
should be used sparingly on this 
type of plant. Roses also should 
not be treated with this chemical 
— neither should fruit trees, py- 
racantha, etc. 
Digging deeper into the result of 
lack of the different minerals and 
chemicals that the natural soil 
carries, or lias been fed to the 
soil, will help Mr. Amateur Gar­ 
dener in his search of the re­ 
quirements of the many diflcreni 
types of decorative and usefu! 
plants. 


MANGANEZE deficiency a n d 
iron deficiency have equal results 
on alkaline soil or where peat 
moss has been heavily used. As 
an antidote to this condition the 
gardener would find an applica­ 
tion of sulphur helpful. 
If he has citrus trees that ap­ 
pear lo be wilting and its leaves 
bunching up he could get help 
from an application of zinc that 
has been absent in that particular 
part of the soil. 


THE ABOVE mentioned treatise 
might bewilder the amateur gar­ 
dener: however, he has nothing 
to worry about. Take a walk 
around Ihe well supplied nur­ 
series, study Ihe instructions that 
appear on almost all Ihe bags of 
various fertilizers, nutrient food 
for all types of plants, quantity 
required by different types of 
trees, shrubs, decorative flower», 
etc.Then, if he has any doubt, car­ 
ry it to the nurseryman, that's 
the man who will clear the ama­ 
teur's mind and send him back 
to his garden with a much clearer 
conception of desert fertilizing. 


IT TAKES AN expert horiicul- 
turalist lo diagnose Ihe soil in Ihe 
various parts of our desert; soil 
lhat during past eons may have 
been carried down by the floods 
frcm Ihe surrounding mountains, 
picked up by powerful winds and 
carried hither and yon, or, further 
down the valley, carried in on the 
salty waters of the Bay of Lower 
California. So let's be thankful for 
the many fertilizers that have 
been and will be so helpful in aid-

ing the beautification of our des 
ert. 
With the help of the glorious 
weather we are enjoying we can 
still plant trays of Snapdragon, 
Ranunculas, Anemones, Calendu­ 
las, Shasta Daisies, Cineraries. 
Pansies, Verbena, Stock, Dwarf 
Marigold, Scabiosa, etc. From the 
vines we can pick Bougainvillea, 
Blood-Red Trumpet, Carolina .Jes­ 
samine, Violet Trumpet Vine, Cle­ 
matis, and Cats Claw. So take ad­ 
vantage of (he weather. 


IF THIS WEATHER continues 
and we say ifi we can still plant 
Petunias. However, should it sud­ 
denly turn cold and bleak we 
might have to waste water and 
wait until early February before 
seeing any blooms on those we 
planted: so let us wait awhile and 
(urn our cares to those plants that 
are blooming. 
To those who have brought their 
Poinsettias successfully lo the 
blooming time we would remind 
them to give them another feeding 
of iron sulphate. This should car­ 
ry them lo Christmas and New 
Year to Ihe time when this year's 
growth will need no more fertiliz­ 
ing and we say goodbye to the old 
growth. 
APHIDS AND THE many gar 
den pesis are showing up now so 
closely scrutinize ail the plants on 
which these pests rely for nutri­ 
tion and a lifeline. Cover the 
leaves, top and bottom, with a 
spray as soon as the pests ap­ 
pear, an occasional spraying of 
the soil below will be helpful as 
the pests are sometimes washed 
off the plant when irrigating. 
Malathion, Lindane, and D.D.D. 
as a mixture we have found very 
effectual in eliminating these 
pests. By using the spraying bot 
tie that is fastened to the end 
of your hose you will have little 
difficulty in covering every facet 
of the plant. and if you have fol­ 
lowed the instructions that come 
with the bottled mixture, you 
should have excellent results.
